Russian Propaganda Shrouds Financial Crisis 


STALING RAD, Russia (D elay­ 
ed i 4 D unn* ,h* en tire 40-year 
turbulent Comm unist history here 
In fu esie . the governm ent has 
been in financial troubles. 
The 
read er m ay say that so has the 
United S tates and the rest of tha 
world in the past 40 y ears, which 
ia. ef course, true. 
But the U nited S tates has nev­ 
er repudiated its bonded obliga­ 
tions to its 
citizens 
And this 
m akes an Im portant difference in 
eny com parison of financial crisis 
inside Russia aa com pared with 
the U S. 


COMMUNIST PARTY Secretary 
Nikita Khrushchev appeared be­ 
fore a m ass 
m eeting 
here 
in 
Stalingrad as well as other Rus­ 
sian industrial ren ters, 
a 
few 
months ago. and 
told 
workers 
that the governm ent derided lo 
postpone interest p aym enti and 
redem ption of outstanding Rus­ 
sian bonds for at least 20 years 
more. 


This is th e third consecutive 
repudiation of paym ent since tha 
original bonds were

in 
I R l at th e lim e of the first five- 
year plan 
The total 
value 
of 
these bonds is a staggering MO.- 
000.000,0110 rubles, or *65 billion. 
This would be like the U. S gov­ 
ernm ent repudiating the redem p­ 
tion of 255.000,000,000 in U. S. 
Saving! bonds outstanding.

Last April th e U.S. Congress 
upped the interest from 3 to 3l* 
per cent to encourage the public 
to reinvest the m oney from re­ 
deem ed bonds, o r to continue to 
buy them .

. . . is that the U S governm ent 
honors its obligations. 


When the A m erican people put

P ress and radio news reports 
Inside Russia continue the props* 
ganda that "the people a re re­ 
sponding enthusiastically to de­

"P arty Chief K hrushchev said: 
"The capitalists will never be­ 
lieve th a t you a re doing this ot 
your own free w ill." 
Mr. Khrushchev
